GRAB AND GRAFT. 


The bill taxing bituminous coal one 


cent per ton is one o£ the moat glaring 
examples of tpcciul taxation recently 
proposed, and it is said to bo fathered 


• br the Speaker of the House himself. 


The Speaker is fioui a county that 
produc sa no bituminous coal, or any 
other Una of coal. He ought to know 
that the consumer pays tho tax and 
he probably does know It, but he also 
knows that Lancaster county uses rel- 
atively little bituminous coal. His con- 
stituents would paw an influtesimal 
share of tho coal tax and receive a 
goodly, portion of its revenues. It's a 
good bargain for Speaker McClain'a 
constituency, and for tho snme reason 
it is a a unjust and inequitable tax. 
. -It is estimated that the bill will put 
$1,260,000 annually in the State Treas- 
ury, and that the amounts paid by the 
coal operators of this county and vi- 
cinity win be as follows.

Western Pennsylvania pays practi- 


cally ;ill of the tax, and the counties 
mentoined pay nearly three-fourths of 
it. The shj.re of the Connellsville coke 
region alono is about 37 per cent. It's 
the lion's share. 


It is true as an economic proposition 


that tho consumer pays tho tax, but 
not always all of it. 
Labor has to 


bear more than its sharo at times. 
and the producer at others. Much of 
the coal and coke produced in Western 
Pennsylvania is consumed here, and 
thus in some proportion more than a 
duo share of the tax falls back upon 
us. 


If tho financial condition of the 


State were such as to demand extra- 
ordinary tax measures, there might 


' be some excuse for this bill. We have 


in times of stress levied > bardonsome 
and najuat taxes, but most people have 
paid (hem like the patriots they werp. 
The hame people cry out against the 
injustice of extraordinary and oppres- 
sive taxation in times of peace and 
plenty, and ask, Wherefore tho cause? 
Ther*- can be but one answer, namely, 
Extravagant expenditure; and this Is 
the Kind of expenditure that begets 
graft. The new State Capitol is a mag- 
nificent example of what moral rotten- 
ness unlimited public funds can make. 


This is no time for Grab and Graft. 


POLICE REGULATIONS 
THAT SHOULD BE ENFORCED. 


Tho rules and regulations laid down 


for tile goverpment of. the new police 
force of Counellavllla are wise and 
prop<>r; strictly followed they will in- 
tire substantially to the public good 
and the good of the force; but they 
have a very familiar sound. 


Instructions of the same nature, 


thoiiKh perhaps not quite so positive 
In thalr terms, have Been given before. 
They were respectfully listened to by 
the police, and as calmly ignored when 
the guardians of the peace were safely 
'out of the Presence of Authority; and 
the Presence has been blind and deaf 
to the subsequent pi^oceeUings. 


It IB within the power of tho Police 


Committee to effect a reform in this 
conn action. If the police are made to 
understand that the instructions are 
not ;,-iven as a mere parade of public 
virtue, but that departure therefrom 
means official decapitation, the rules 
will be effective; otherwise they %vlll 
not. 


Tl'e Instructions to keep out of ho- 


tels and barrooms unless called there 
to make an arrest nre but a plain 
pointing out of the policeman's obvious 
dut>. Drinking on duty is bad enough 
in a ly business, and especially so in a 
pollc enian. He can have no other bus- 
iness In a barroom or a hotel unless 
e*ll<>d there in the line of his duty. 


Tlie Brimstone Corner order is a 


mora difficult proposition. Ever since 
Con-ieHsville has become a populous 
tow i all efforts to keep idlers and loaf- 
era away from this center of business 


have proven, failures, chiefly for the 
reason that the i proper 
effort was 


never made. 


The West 
Poun 
trolley

-ornkes this corner a stopping place for 
nil its cares, and this- now adds to the 
difficulty of ItooDlng tho streets clear. 
Many persons nio compound to wait 
there for their cars. H will not he 
wiso to persecute or embarrass Inno- 
cent pooplo or visitors to our town 
It Is Rood business on our part to 
treat visitors well. We want them to 
come back and to como often. 
It is 


true, the West Penn company should 
proviso a proper waiting room for its 
passengers, but It Is also tvuo that 
they havo been trying to buy a suita- 
ble location and build such u waiting 
room. It is to bo hoped that they will 
soon succeed In this undertaking. 


In. tho meantime, however, there are
